THE UOCi US-I- S Li AND GANG.

Hand of Outlaws that Terrorized Northern
Incllntiu and Illinois Years Ago.

Years ago the swamp and lake region of
northern Indiana was noted as a resort of
counterfeiters, horse-thieve- s and outlaws
of every class. Their chief rendezvous
was on an island in Beaver lake, Newton
county, about fifty miles south of Chicago.
Tho lake was then the largest body of
water in tfce State and it was surrounded
by .an almost impassable morass, pene-

trable only to the Indian and the whites
who sometimes accompanied the red man
on his hunting excursions. The island was
about three hundred j ards from one side of
tbe lake and was reached usually by ford-
ing, swimming or in canoes. A narrow
ridge or bar extended from the main land
to the island, and to those who knew its
location it was an easy matter to follow it
from tbe shore, as the wavor was not over
three feet deep, except in the spring and
late fall. This was the spot chosen by the
outlaws for abiding placo after they had
been driven from the eastern counties.
There they nourished and grew bolder in
their fancied immunity from pursuit and
capture. Settlers one hundred miles away
were terrorized by their raids. Sometimes
the thieving expeditions would extend as
far south as the Wabash river, even the
pioneers near Terr Haute and Vincennes
suffering irom their depredations. Oc-
casionally visits would be made to the vil-
lages and towns, and counterfeit silver and
gold disposed of in small quantities in eaoh
place. They had all the northern and west-
ern portionsof Indiana and eastern Illinois
as their field of action; in fact they seemed
to have confederates m almost every coun-
ty they entered, thus making escape or
hiding comparatively easy.

Finally the settlers, annoyed to despera-
tion by the loss of their horses nnd the
looting of their homes, banded together
for the purpose of wiping out the desper-
adoes. They were assisted by tho sheriff
of Kankakeo county. Illinois, and other oQi-oial- s.

An old hunter, who knew the coun-
ty woll, was secured as a guide. This was
in the early fifties, and it was autuinn
when tho rendezvous was discovered. The
ford to tbe island was found, and about a
dozen of tho outlaws surprised and cap-
tured. Several were ubsent on raids, but
were afterwards secured. Dozens of crude
molds for coining money were found, and
about one hundred borsea recovered. Tbe
outlaws were taken to Kankakee, tried,
convicted and sent to prison. Beaver lake
has been drained, and the island is now a
nill. surrounded in summer by waving
fields of corn. After the capture of the
outlaws the island was called "Bogus." and
it is so known now. An old Frenchman
named Bogue was the nearest settler to the
place, and it is believed tbe word "bogus"
is a corruption of his name. Ever since
tbe wor.l has been applied to counterfeits.

To this day relics of tho comakers are
found in every county extending across
the northern part of Indiana. Last year
several molds and a few coins were picked
op by a farmer. It is possible that the
bandits who robbed tbe train yesterday
aro descendants of the notorious gang
that existed forty or fifty years ago.

Mr. B. A. Entoo. of tho lndiananolis Sen-
tinel, says: 'Beginning with 18(57 and ex-
tending to about IST'J, Kendallville and the
adjacent country to the northeast was the
headquarters of one of the most desperate
gangs of train robbers, horse-ttiieye- s and
all around out throats that ever in-
fested the West. Jn the early seven-
ties they followed a tram robbery
atnight by afraid on the Kendallville
bank. The authorities in the adjacent
counties were then, frr tbe lirst time in tho
history of the gang, forced to tbe necessity
ot breaking it up, althouch the gang
had a strong political pull. Sheriff Wil-
liam Fleming, of Allen county, after-
wards State Treasurer headed tbe move-
ment. Bosses of men were formed, and a
thorough and systematic man-hu- nt be-
gan, and it continued without cessa-
tion for some three months. About twen-
ty of tbe leaders, among them the
notorious Red' Leary, were captured
and srnt to the penitentiary. Leary
died at the Michigan City prison some five
years ago. During the bant a number of
tbe posse and something like a dozen of
the bandits were killed, and many of the
farmers who participated in the hunt csr-r-y

Nothing has yot been done,
but it is strongly intimated that
tbe men will resist o the
utmost any cut. They argue that they are
not paid by tbn day. but by mileaae, and
that when tratlio is rednoed their pay
is proportionately reduced. It is said
nil the classes of trainmen, including
switchmen, will unite to resist tho reduc-
tion.

Alleged Pension Frauds.

by Pension Examiners Cutler and Kidman,
hero iu Baltimore. Tho government has
been robbed for years by forgeries and
other crimes which came to light
through the preaont system of
delivering pension checks at the
postofBce.

Gkeexsbuko, Ind.. Sept. 12. The evi-

dence in the trial of Philander T. Moulton,
au insurance agent, charged with mnbez-zlemen- t,

was completed to-da- y. lie was
tried by the court, and the argument will
be heard at sorao future day. He is charged
with "taking, purloining, secreting and ap-

propriating S503 of tho funds of the
Equitable Life Insurance Society of the
United States" to his own use. For several
yearsMoulton has been carrying on his work.
The evidence showed that he had col-

lected and refused to pay over
$."03 of the funds belonging . to the
company. Moulton filed a pica in
abatement, claiming that the insurance
company had not hied their author-
ity to do business in this county,
and no crime had been committed. The
Moulton family lived in Salt Creek town-
ship, and James E. Mendenball, then
Democratic recorder of this county, took a
fancy to him and made him his deputy.
Mendenball had unbounded confi-
dence in the man's integrity and
trusted him with bis bank book.
When the recorder undertook to balance
his bank book, it Is said, he found Moulton
had beat him out of about $500. Figures
on the book had been chanced. When
Mendenball confronted - him with the
charge he declared that some enemy had
made the changes and "set up a job" on
him. He ospired to rill tbe oflico of re-
corder, but failed to obtain the nomina-
tion. Several years ago he went into the
stone business, and, wanting some ready
cash, it is charged he signed the names of
James Stark and Adam Sample to a note
of $7,003 without asking either of them.
Tho note was purchased by Judge James
Ewing. who is now the presiding judge
trying Moulton. When the note was pro-
nounced a forgery there was quite a com-
motion in financial circles in this city. It
was afterwards fixed up by his mother and
brother-in-law- . who paid it, and the note
was destroyed and no prosecution followed.

Four weeks ago he insured a citizen of
North Vernon, who gave his note for $100,
and Moulton took a copy of tho note aud
sold it. While acting as deputy recorder
Moulton married his present wife, and
when he called for the license he
found a letter from a young lady
residing at Madison protesting against
the issuing of the same, claiming that they
were engaged to be married. When Moul-
ton was placed in jail his wife sent
for his carpet bag, and "in it
she found letters from sweethearts of
recent date, couched in tho most
endearing terms. His wife did not occupy
a seat by bin side at bis trial to-da- y.

Moulton' weakness, it is said, has been a
fondness for women. He had sweethearts
in Lexington, Ky., Hope and Morth Ver-
non. Ind.

A
drnnken gnard was tho first to oocupv the
dungeon. Every person who left Muncie
to-da- v had tho necessary certificate, and
outsiders need not now shun Muncie visi-
tors. To-da-y a new hospital building
was erected. It will be a half-wa- y place,
where people will be confined who have
been exposed to tbe pest, but may not take
it.

THE MUSTEK OF THE LORDS.

Such a Gathering of the Titled .Farmers
Never Ilefore Sfcn.

The show at the House of Lords has

proved much funnier than tbe most conf-
ident of advance agents had promised.
Everybody bas laughed so steadily, in faet,
that there is danger of the underlying
gravity and importance of the thing being
somewhat lost sight of. Whatever bitter-
ness aud sternness may be imported into
the struggle later on. it must bo admitted
that John Hull enters upon this great ad-
vertised life-acd-dea- th contest with the
boizeyman of hereditary privilege with a
broad grin onhis well-know- n rubicund
visage.

It really has been extraordinarily funny.
Something like a fifth ol tbe whole number
of performers bad never been inside tho
Chamber ot Peers till last Tuesday. To
fully one-ha- lf the remainder it was almost
as unfamiliar. These titled strangers
whipped up to London from their grouse
and partridge, and denied even tbe sacred
solace of tho St, Lege-r- . swarmed into tho
corridors of tho Houto of Lords on Tues-
day in droves liko rustics on a personally-conducte- d

tour through the sights of tho
metropolis. 1'olicemen had to be stationed
at every turn iu tho passages to show
them tho way to the scene of their delib-
erations. As for identifying' them that
was quite beyond the powers of tho ser-
vants of the. House. Apparently any el-
derly farmer, wearing a cover coat with
side pockets, could pass freely in and tako
bis seat without question. This bucolio
effect colored the whole assemblage. In
deference to tbe occasion, all wore black
coats, but their sunburnt, heavy faces,
huge red hands aud awkward postures,
kept perpetually augecsting that tbey
ought instead to be in tweeds and gaiters.
Here in London we think of peers, mostly,
aa carefully dressed, even dapper, habitues
of Piccadilly and the How. lint in this
great formal muster of tho peerage, this
handful of well-tailor- ed men ot the world
was fairly snowed under by serried masses
of countrified qulres.

Tbnrfleo. ot bay at o . wa t by no means
coniineu upearancco. .so tub-thumpi- ng

dem igogt e could have wished for a more
artless, unsophisticated audience. Tbey
lauubed wildly at bald old elementary
jukes, whioh even the drivers of four-wheele- rs

weariod of a decade ago. They
stared at such speakers as strove to discuss
t ie home-rul-e bill on the urounds of logic,
law ind constitutional precedent. , 13 dt
when a cheaper sort, like Cranbrook, rose
and simply went for Gladstone as knave,
liar, traitor and lunatic, and spat on tbe
Irish, trampled them under foot s scoun-
drels, murderera, alien scum and tilth, then
they bellowed out great volleys of 'hear,
bear!'' like theroarof their own prize bulls
at home. They listened with obvious
amazement to warnings such as Spencer
gently hinted and Kosebery bluntly thrust
at them, that their order itself was on trial
and stood in jeopardy. It seemed to them
absurd.

They know, of course, that there are
some low fellows in bis towns who talk
like that, but so there are unruly poachers
at home. They cannot seo there is more in
it than that, and so they stolidly, cheer-
fully trooped out last night behind Salis-
bury four hundred of them into tbe
lobby against home rule. That was nearly
a hundred more than tho House of Lords'
votiug list ever recorded before. It took
them fully a half hour to pass in single tile
beforo tbe throne. On the way out they

'made mild rural jokes as they edged along,
taKing it all as a tremendous lark.

As it has been said, the publio them-
selves for the moment seeing only the ri-
diculous side of tbe thing in the spectacle
of these hundreds of muddle-rbeaded- , beefy
rustics dragged up town from their
preoccupation over . game preserves
and the price of fodder, aud tho best rem-
edies for swine fever, to sit yawning
through four evenings of speech making
and then lightly throw out a measure
which the House of Commons has been
sweating blood over for eighty-fou- r days,
and whicb the country has beeu discuss-
ing for six years this is. frankly, too pre-
posterous for serious comment. Of course,
the anury aspects of the case will come
swifny enough. In a fortnight you will
see England all astir with tbe cry of
"Down with tbe House of Lords!" and by
the time the recess ends there will be no
other ixsue in sight. But it is worth while
to noto that the lirst step ot this historical
struggle linds the commoners, at least Loo-don- 's

part of them, rather amused than
otherwiee.

There was one actacbment,of last night's
majority, however, at tbe thought of which
smiling faces Larder, In that utziy day of
reckoning which is coming tor the estab-
lishment It will be remembered with pe-
culiar bitterness that every bishop of tbe
seventeen present voted against Glad-stone- 's

message of peace to Ireland. Only
one of tbem epoke, the lean, swarthy little
Bishop of HiDon. and his oily, canting
little speech, with its flippant jokes aud
insincere platitudes, was, perhaps, tho
most exasperating item in the whole long,
weary series of attacks which the big
mcasuro has withstood this year.

Express Manager CrunUr Says It Was a
Very Small Sum.

day concerning the amount seemed
by the robbers at Kessler. General Man-
ager C. 11. Crosby, of the express company,
has made the following statement:

"I have been looking o ;er the books and
receiving dispatches all day. and I can say
now that the loss is going to turn out very
mall indeed. 1 havenot received fnll par-

ticulars, and will not until I bear from
Messenger Weist, who continued on his
run to liullalo, which is the terminus of
his route. I have approximated the loss
jvithin a few dollars, however."

'What will tho loss amount to! As much
as J20.0C0?'

"Oh. no. Not anywhere near that
amount. It will go away below that fig-

ure, thengb tbeesact amount I cannot make
public. Our policy is never to give oat the
exact amount of robberies."

"Are robbers compelled to read toe news-
papers to learn how much they have
stolen!"

"Of course not." said Mr. Crosby. "Hot
these fellows did not get a great deal. Thoy
secured mostly paper entirely worthless to
them. They overlooked 815,000 worth of
gold bullion. I suppose they thought they
were carrying away nationnl bank notes.
In the safe they blew open was a sealed bag
fnll of packages done ud about the size
and shape of packages of bank notes.
These packages were marked Si. 000. $2,000
and eo on. Theso figures indicate the val-
ue the packages were? listed at, but
practically they were of no more value
than the paper tbey contained. Their con-
tents consisted of settlements with agents,
receipts for money, legal papers, etc.,
which can all he duplicated after a time.
"It was a load of this nature ai.d very lit-
tle actual money which the robbers se-
cured. I hear tbe story is afloat that the
company lost 8275,000 or $000,000. The
fact in that there waa not one-tent- h of that
amount on the whole train."

Other stories were afloat, however, and
the robbery ia said to have amounted to as
ranch as $S00.00o. Tnis statement was
based on an allegation that Rome bank in
Chicago had shipped to its New York
correspondents 250,000. Nothing can be
learned in Chicago, however, that will hear
out the story.

en the Knhhed Train.
Toledo. Sept. t2. Two conductors, who

were passengers on the robbed tram, live
in Toledo. They are C. II. Covert and W.
A. 15 row n. Covert got on at Elkhart. He
runs special trains. "Brown and I had
turned in tbe sleeper and had fixed the
seats together for a nap." he said. "This
morning about 12.50 o'clock one of my
brakemen wakened me and said that some
men were holding up the train. We went
forward to the baggage car. It was tilled
with trainmen and passencers. They were
taking turns at peeping out tbe door into
the darknoss. Every few minntesa shot
was tired in the direction of the opening by
the guards on the outside. No one could
do anything. The baggage ear was
next to the express car. which was in
charge of the robbers. They had blown
the.bottom of the car out with dynamite,
.completely stunning tho two express me-
ssenger. Then tbey covered them with re-
volvers and ritled tho safe. No one could
tell how much they got. Three men were
in the expres cur. and 1 should judge there
must havo beii in all between live und ten
men on guard outside. The stop was made
in ii lonely part of the country, in a cut
wMt of !vendllviile. TIih robbers threw
the switch open in front of the engine.
Juines Knapp. the engineer, wan ehot
through the riht shoulder by one of them.
1 here must huve been three hundred peo-
ple on the train. A great many of them
got oil" here. There was considerable ex-
citement. Women were awake, and fright-
ened half to death. One of them fainted.
The train was unmolested, with th ex-
ception of the express car. We were held
up just one hour."

Tbe
news from Russia in regard to the
spread of cholera. continues, to be
discouraging. At St. Petersburg 61 new
oases and 31 deaths were .reported between
Sept. 8 and 10. and at Moscow 75 new oases
and 35 deaths between Sept. 4 and 8. The
provinces in which the worst ravages were
made between Aug. 27 aud Sept. 2 were:
Vladinirat. where 285 new cases and 148
deaths occurred; Vororaezeh, where there
were 431 eases aud lbG deaths, and KierY. 789
cases and 2U7 deaths. From Aug. 13 to Sept,
9 there were 1.4S5 eases and 725 deaths in
Nijni Novgorod.

The Lords Should Beware.
London, Sept 12,The National Liberal

Federation to-nig- ht issued a circular
against tbe House of Lords. In the circu-
lar the federation declares that seven
years' discussion and . eighty-tw- o days'
consideration by tbe House of Commons
definitely ascertained the wishes of two
million electors, yet this counts for
nothing when opposed to the views
of four hundred Conservative peers.
Continuing, the circular declares that
tho mending of the Houso of Lords
is now in the front rank of tbe Liberal
programme, in accordance with Mr. Glad-
stone's declaration, at Newcastle. Tho
circular concludes that, as the home-rul- e

bill passed the Houso of Comtuous, and
was rejected by the House of Lords, it is
doubly certain to become a law. It also
save that not only will the Irish question
be settled, but that a real era of reform is
dawning for the democracy of tbe United
Kingdom. The circular is signed by Spence.
Watson, Setinadhorst and other officials of
tho federation.

UprlAlnc of Native.
CArn Town, Sept. 12. Most disquieting

news has been received here from Vic-

toria. Large bodies of Matabeles have
been seen in full lighting order on the
frontier of the territory controlled by tho
chartered company. As a result numbers
of frightened Mashonas have stampeded
into Victoria, and preparations are being
mado there to resist a determined attack.
The oflicers in command at the fort havo
assured the frightened natives that they
will receive ample protection. After send-
ing out a force of mounted troopers to in-
vestigate the truth of tho alarming report,
they caused the alarm to bo sounded, call-
ing all tbe settlers from their habitations
into the fort. Every man was notified to
bring with him all the food, ammunition
and arms ho could lay bands on. Tho
wafer tanks were filled, and every prepa-
ration possible made to resist the enemy.

Debate on Army Suppll.
London, Sept. 12. A long discussion on

the army e stimatos occurred in the Houso
of Commons this evenins. The practice of
purchasing horses in Canada and meat and
fodder in the United States and tbe col
onies was particularly criticised. It was
charged that three-fonrt- hs uf the meat
brought abroad was frozen and unfit for
use. Mr. Campbeli-Baunerman- '. the War
Secretary, defended the quality of the sup-
plies brought from foreign countries, and
said that the troops were well satisfied
with them. A vote to reduce the estimates,
whioh was proposed in order to express
disapproval of the government's policy,
waa rejected by a vote of to 31. .
